Our exclusive dispatches announce a 
general advance upon Cetewayo's kraal 
on the 20th ult. The wily Zulus have 
burned tho grass and transportation 
becomes difficult, costly and almost im- 
possible. Tho Zulus will doubtless 
make the country a waste. If they 
are silly enough to remain in their 
kraal they will be surrounded and 
beaten; but if they should scatter and 
resort to bush fighting, which is a desul- 
tory style of warfare, the task of sub- 
duing them will be tedious and ex- 
pensive. Our latest telegrams — receiv- 
ed at midnight — mention the arrival of 
Sir Garnet 'NVolseley at Cape Town. 
He immediately started for Natal and 
his first official act is characteristic of 
the man. Ho convened a meeting of 
chiefs of tho friendly tribes to de- 
vise measures for tho transportation of 
supplies by native carriers. A large 
army might be sustained in the field by 
this means. The native carriers of 
British Columbia — when there was only 
a footpath from the town of Yalo to 
the upper country, and a very indiffer- 
ent one, at that — preserved the miners 
from starvation by packing provisions 
to the claims on their backs. It was a 
common thing, in the early clays of 
this Province, to encounter on the 
mountain trails bands of Indian men 
and women, numbering from ten to as 
high as fifty, carrying from 75 to 125 
pounds of provisions — the loads resting 
on the back from a band across the 
forehead. It is just possible that Sir 
Garnet has solved the transportation 
problem, in which case we predict a 
speedy closo of the war. Want of 
transportation is the one great obstacle) 
to successful manoeuvring in Zululand.

St. Petersburg, July 7. — The 
Galos estimates that tho cost to Russia 
of tho war with Turkey amounts to 
£150,000,000, ami that the deaths in 
tho Russian army numbered 200,000 
men. 

London, July 9. — The House of 
Commons last night voted, 76 to 56, in 
favor of the establishment of depots of 
agriculture and commerce under a 
special cabinet minister. 

In the House of Lords the Govern- 
ment Irish University Bill was read a 
second time and the Government may 
hereafter consent to additions to tho 
Bill to satisfy the claims of the Irish 
Catholics in regard to endowments. 
Thus Lord Cairns, while still opposing 
direct endowment of denominational 
institutions, pointed out that tho Uni- 
versity of London received some 
thousands yearly for the purpose of 
rewarding those who pass an examina- 
tion which is open to all comers. 

Versailles, July 9. --The Chamber 
of Deputies yesterday, by a vote of 
3S1 to 68, rejected tho amendment to 
Jules Ferry's Education Bill introduc- 
ed by Modiar de Montyan which aimed 
at the prohibition of all religious or- 
ders from teaching. 

St. Petersburg, July 9. — Another 
series of trials for political offences will 
begin at KiotT on Saturday. 

Rome, July 9. — Contributions of 
Peter's pence for the first half of the 
present year increased .£28,000 com- 
pared with corresponding periods of 
1S78. 

Paris, July 8. — Oe Lesseps stated 
at tho last meeting of the Geographi- 
cal Society that ke does not think the 
total expenses of constructing tho 
Darion canal will exceed 250,000,000 
francs. The dilliculties of the work 
were not so formidable as" those which 
had been overcome in the construction 
of tho Suez Canal.

EUROPE. 

London, July 9. — Lord Salisbury, 
in a speech at a banquet given to tho 
Conservative members of parliament 
for the City of London, said the stipu- 
lations of the Berlin treaty had been 
carried out and that the frontier of 
India had been secured by the Afghan 
war. Positions in the Mediterranean, 
he said, must be held by the Turks for 
the sake of the peace of Europe. The 
British Government has done all it 
could for Turkey and the peace of the 
world. Lord Salisbury added, Eng- 
land must always be prepared for war 
owing to the armaments maintained by 
other nations. 

Berlin, July 9. — -The debate on the 
tariff bill was continued in the Reich- 
stag to-day. Windthorst defended 
Frankenstien'n motion to distribute tho 
surplus revenue among the federal 
states. Benningson declared that if the 
motion passed he would vote against 
the tariff bill. Friedenthal declared 
his resignation as Minister of Agricul- 
ture was not caused by Frankenstien'.s 
motion which he intended to vote for. 
It is believed the views of Dr. Falk, 
late Minister of Ecclesiastical affairs, 
are the same as those of Friedenthal 
on this question. 

Berlin, July 9. — Tho adoption of 
increased duties upon grain and cattle 
so urgently demanded by agricultural 
interests and supported by Bismarck 
seems to be assured, a compromise 
having been effected with the protec- 
tionists and manufacturers. 

Paris, July 9. — The request of Mar- 
shal Macmahon to be permitted to at- 
tend the funeral of the Prince Im- 
perial has been refused. 

President Grevy will shortly pardon 
1,468 political offenders, 

The Chamber of Deputies passed the 
Educational Bill by a vote of 352 to 
159. 

AFRICA. 
London, July 9. — A dispatch from 
Cape Town, dated June 24th, via Mad- 
eria, reports that Gen. Crealock reach- 
ed Fort Chelmsford on June 19th. A 
general advance was made on the 20th 
and the Umbalazi river was bridged 
on the 21st. Gen. Newdigate has 
reached the Upoko river. His advance 
guard is near Ibabanango. Col. Wood 
was expected to join Gen. Crealock in 
a few days. It is reported that Ccte- 
wayo has withdrawn the regiment 
which was watching the first division 
in order to defend his kraal. The 
Amatongasare aro preparing to enter 
into an alliance with the British. 



CANADA. 
Toronto, July 9. — The Globe to-day 
publishes crop reports from all parts of 
the Dominion, including Manicoba, 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island and 
Newfoundland. About 900 places in 
all have been heard from. The Spring 
wheat uow promises slightly below an 
average, but witli two or three weeks 
of dry, liot weather, it may furnish a 
nearly average yield. The average on 
Fall wheat is 11 per cent, above an 
average crop. Barley will be an aver- 
age crop. The oat crop, both a?, regards 
quality and area, is considerably above 
the average. Peas are an average crop, 
The area in corn is about as usual, but 



its condition ir, worst of all, owing to 
the backwardness of the season ami the 
frequent cold snaps. 

Halifax, July 9.— The little boat 
"Uncle Sam" with its crow, Captain 
Goldsmith and wife, arrived at Syd- 
ney yesterday.

EUROPE. 
Portsmouth, July 10. — The coffin 
containing the body of the Prince Im- 
perial was removed from the Orontes 
to the Admiralty yacht Enchantress at 
8 this morning. Minute guns were 
fired. 



AFRICA. 

London, July 10. — A dispatch from 
Capetown, Juno 22d, says Gen. Sir 
Garnet "Wolseley arrived to-day and 
immediately started for Natal. Tele- 
grams received at Capetown state that 
tho British forces are within twenty- 
live miles of Cetewayo's kraal. In con- 
sequence of the defective state of tho 
transportation service Gen. Wolseley 
had summoned a meeting of uatire 
chiefs at Maritzburg on 30th June to 
devise measures for transportation by 
native carriers. Zulu prisoners state 
that Cetewayo will allow our troops to 
advance near Ulundi and will then at- 
tack them. 

A dispatch from Rorke's drift, J une 
24th, says the decision of tho court- 
martial in the case of Lieut. Carey has 
been sent to England for confirmation 
prior to publication. 

MEMPHIS. 
Memphis, June 10, 2 p.m. — There 
has been no chango in tho situation. 
The great desire of every one is to leave 
before the yellow fever spreads. 
Physicians are hopeful as to the future; 
but the stampede of citizens has almost 
assumed a panic form. There will not 
lie ears enough to-night to carry people 
away. Business is progressing as usual, 
but in a limited manner. 

DELAYED "^DISPATCHES. 

AFRICA. 
Nkw York, July 7. — A dispatch 
from Cape Town, June 17, via London 
says of the court of inquiry convened 
for the purpose of examining into tho 
conduct of Lieut. Carey, in command 
of tho scouting party to which the 
Prince Imperial was attached at the 
time of his death, that tho friends of 
the lieutenant did not understand the 
position in which he stood toward the 
prince, and were not aware that ho 
was expected to exercise any special 
guardianship or care over his person. 
The court, however, goes on to censure 
him for proceeding upon his rcconnoia- 
sance without sufficient escort, and for 
halting and dismounting on dangerous 
ground, acts which betrayed a deplor- 
able want of military prudence. Tho 
court regrets that no attempts was 
made by Lieut. Carey to rally his es- 
cort and confront the enemy. After 
the court of inquiry, a court-martial 
was organized to try the lieutenant. 
Lieut. Carey set up in his own defence 
that he was not in charge of the party 
when the prince was killed; and the 
evidence thus far submitted somewhat 
clears him of cowardice. 



Tho War in South Araorica. 

Panama, June 28. — The Siar and 
Herald says that a passenger from the 
South coast reports a battle at Coloma 
and the capture of that point by the 
allied forces. The Chilean loss is stat- 
ed at 1500 killed. At Quillajua on tho 
river Loa, a small Chilean advance 
guard was beaten, somo killed and the 
remainder captured. The Campera 
was reported on the lGth of June with- 
in twenty miles of Coloma and resting 
preparatory to attack on the place. The 
Chilean iron clad Blanco Euculada was j 
much damaged in a contest with the 
Huascar and suffered also loss of life. 
The British steamer Osprey has been 
ordered to Panama. The Columbian 
senate has directed the President to 
offer himself as mediator between Chili 
and Peru. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Dennis Kearney, in a card, notifies 
the nominees of the W. P. C. not to 
pay any political assessments, as the 
nominees upon proof of such action will 
be summarily removed from the ticket. 
Ho proposes to raise funds for the cam- 
paign by voluntary contributions and 
will'canvass the city for such aid. 

From July 3d to tho 6th, inclusive, 
thero were 14 fires in this city. Loss, 
87,330. 

Prof. Col grove and Miss Emma Al- 
lison, of the New York Graphic, made 
a balloon ascension in the afternoon, 
and came down in the bay, two miles 
from the Alameda shore. They clung 
to the basket of tho balloon, going at 
tho rate of a mile a minute. When 
the balloon struck the shore it threw 
tho leronauts out into a marsh and 
then, jumping skywards, came down 
near Lathrop about an hour afterwards. 
Colgrove and Miss Allison waded to 
solid ground and returned, looking as 
though they had gone through the Zulu 



EUROPE. 
London, July 5. — In the House of 
Commons last night the government 
agreed to a motion of Henry Chaplin, 
Conservative, for the appointment of a 



commission to enquire into the causes 
of agricultural depression and how far 
they were created by or are remedi- 
able by legislation. The matter caused 
a great ileal of trouble. All sides 
agree that a great cause of depression 
was American competition. Chaplin 
in his open speech said he regarded free 
trade as a question definitely settled; 
but ho could not shut his eyes to the 
failure of many of the predictions of 
advocates of free trade. He did 
not propose a remedy now, but 
only asked for an enquiry. He 
pointed out that the future fate of 
British agriculture was dependent upon 
the cost of production in America. If 
tho cost of importation fell below the 
cost of production at home, tho ruin of 
British agriculture was not far distant. 
Liberals such as Brassey, MacDuff and 
Duff blamed the British land system 
and game laws for depression. Their 
arguments were summed up in a speech 
by Bright, who warned land owners 
that the competition of the United 
States would go on increasing and the 
only way of meeting it was to get rid 
of stupid and mischievous legislation 
regulating the tenure and transfer of 
land. Macever and Bent rick advocat- 
ed protective measures; but the Mar- 
quis of Hartington and the Govern- 
ment as represented by Viscount San- 
don, Conservative, and Sir Stafford 
Northcote, Chancellor of tho Ex- 
chequer, declared that no cause had 
been shown for such measures, which 
certainly would never bo sanctioned. 
The Marquis of Hartington attributed 
depression primarily to a bad season. 

MEXICO. 
City of Mexico, July 7.— On the 
26th, part of the crew of the Mexican 
war steamer Libert-ad, at Vera Cruz, 
mutinied and seized the steamer while 
the commander was on shore. Simul 
caneously some officers at the Vera 
Cruz garrison attempted to raise a re- 
volt. Nine of the rebels were killed. 
The steamer Libertad went to sea, and 
other steamers went in pursuit. The 
Government has apparently mastered 
the situation. Since the revolt of the 
the garrison, a reign of terror has pre- 
vailed. All tlie merchants are hostile 
to the Government in consequence of 
the passage of a law against contraband 
trade, and they havo ever since been in 
a state of quasi revolt. It is generally 
believed that the nino revolters who 
were killed were assassinated in the 
guard house, on the pretext that they 
attempted to escape. 



THE ZULU "WAR. 



Burial oi tho Doad at l$aadula--0ap- 
turo of Prisonors. 



P I ETEKMARITZBORO , May 23. 
A deep feeling of satisfaction pre- 
vails here among all classes, but es- 
pecially among the military here, at the 
news that the dead of Isandula have at 
last been buried. This was a matter 
which, more oven than his evident in- 
capacity for command, had excited a 
very strong feeling against Lord 
Chelmsford. For the last two months 
there has been in the colony a military 
force amply sufficient to penetrate to 
Isandula, and to perform tho last 
honors to the gallant, fellows who died 
there; and it has justly been consider- 
ed as a disgrace to tho army that no 
effort has been made to give a burial 
to tho remains of our country- 
men who were lying on the ground ab- 
solutely within sight of our post at 
Rorke's Drift. That feeling will, I am 
sure, have been shared by military men 
in England, and even more acutely by 
the relatives of the dead at Isandula, 
and the feeling of relief will be as great 
there as it is here at the news that at 
last tho disgrace is wiped out, and that 
a Christian burial has been afforded to 
our fallen countrymen. The operation 
was performed by Marshall's cavalry, 
who came down from Dundee for the 
purpose. They were accompanied by 
the infantry force at Rorke's Drift, and 
encountered no opposition whatever. 
What has been accomplished now 
might have been as easily accomplished 
two months since; and, indeed, at any 
timo from within a week of the 
date that the battle took place 
enough troops could have been 
collected for this duty, had not Lord 
Chelmsford been paralyzed by an over- 
whelming dread of the prowess of the 
Zulu. A thousand white troops would 
at any moment have (sufficed to pene- 
trate half a day's march into the hostile 
country. Tlie bodies of several of the 
officers were recognized, among others 
that of Colonel Durnford, which was 
found near the spot where he was 
last seen defonding himself by some of 
the survivors of the battle. Some 
forty waggons have also been recover- 
ed. It is strango that the Zulus should 
not have burned these vehicles, whose 
value to ourselves they, of course, were 
able to appreciate. 

Something Saved from the Wreck. 
The scene was hereabouts; the charac- 
acters a rising young man and a 
pretty woman. Ho had an affection 
for her; sho a liking for him, so they 
became betrothed. After a time she 
found out she did not love him well 
enough to many him, and the match 
was broken off. It was a severe blow, 
and he staggered under it; but he 
fought well for himself, protested that 
his life was ruined, asked if sho could 
not learn to love him, and in all ways 
did the proper thing.__ She was immov- 
able, however, and he sadly and reluc- 
tantly took his leave. While his eyes 
were full of gathering tears he bade 
his faltering farewells, then closed the 
door upon his hopes. A moment later 
he opened it, stepped back into the 
room, and with tears in his voice, brok- 
enly murmured, "I hope this will make 
no difference about your coming to the 

store, Miss ; and that yourmofehfcr 

will continue to trade with us. I shall 
be happy to give the usual discount. 
Our stock is large and varied ; our aim 
to please." And the door shut finally 
leaving him alone with his grief. — 
Portland (Me.,) Press. 



Pay of British. Army Officers. 



When the army estimates were be- 
fore tho House of Commons, three 
weeks ago, a member, a former Guards- 
man, complained of the pay of the 
Household Brigade being so much more 
than of the line. He pointed out that, 
whereas a Household Cavalry colonel 
gets .£532, a Hue colonel gets but .£410, 
a major in the former, £415, in the 
latter £351. Captains in the House- 
hold Cavalry get £275, lieutenants, 
£1S8, second lieutenants £146, and ad- 
jutants £237; while in the line cavalry 
the pay for these grades was £266, 
£164, £136, and £209. In the Foot 
Guards, majors receive £419, captains 
£182, lieutenants £133, second lieut- 
enants £100; while in the line tho pay 
of a lieutenant-cole nel commanding is 
£310; a captain, £211; lieutenant, 
£118; second lieutenant, £95. These 
figures will show what a much hotter 
thing it is to bo in the New York 
police that in her Majesty's army. The 
humblest footman in the noble force 
which guards our lives and property re- 
ceives §524 more than a sub-lieutenant 
in Her Majesty's Guards; while a pa- 
trolman has §150 more than a captain 
of the line, who moreover, would or- 
dinally serve at least ten years before 
ho attains that rank. It must be re- 
membered, too, that the officer has to 
expend a considerable amount of money 
in his education, to pass a pretty stiff 
examination, provide himself with a 
much more expensive uniform, and 
pay heavy mess bills and regimental 
dues. At the same time in contrasting 
the expenses of these corps it is fair 
to add that British otbeers are not 
called upon to make up a purse peri- 
odically for the Legislature. If it be 
once known in England that a stalwart 
young man can, albeit quite uneducat- 
ed, obtain £20 a mouth, with free 
lodging — in London a patrolman's pay 
is £5 12 (828) — there will be serious 
danger of desertion on the part of 
Queen Victoria's needy subalterns now 
struggling on less than §500 a year, 
who will prefer the fleshpots of New- 
York to the spears of Zululand. Hith- 
erto, however, they have refused to be- 
lieve in the existence of an El Dorado. 
Even those carping critics who deny 
that our polico force is the most effi- 
cient in the world cannot but admit 
that it is the most costly. — iV. Y. 
Times. 

London as a Marvel Amonff ClUos, 



Lord Carnarvon, in accepting the 
honorary freedom and livery of the 
Cutlers' Company on Thursday week 
in a banquet given a Freemasons' Hall, 
made an interesting speech on the 
sagacity, growth, and power of London. 
London, he said, had in many great 
patriotic struggles always been on the 
winning side — so that if, as Marshal 
Blucher had said, it was Hie finest city 
in the world to plunder, it had never 
had to undergo that uncomfortable pro- 
cess, but had become instead not only 
the great shop but the gtcat containing 
house of the world. In the eighteenth 
century Hume, the philosopher, had 
conjectured that no great city wouid 
ever have a population of more than 
700,000 — a speculation which he tried 
to demonstrate by citing the case* of 
London and Paris. In fact London 
has now a population of 4,000,000, "a 
population approaching that of Scot- 
land" (surely Lord Carnarvon should 
have said exceeding it), "and I venture 
to say, with all respect for Scotland, al- 
most as intelligent." France is afraid to 
seat her Parliament in Paris. The 
United States are averse to seat theirs 
at Washington. England feels no anx- 
iety about seating hers in London. In 
spite of a great professional criminal 
class, a handful of police effectually 
keep order, while the mighty self-acting 
mechanism by which the 4,000,000 of 
Londoners are fed, and fed surely, and 
without even the chance of mishap, is 
one of the wonders of tho world, and 
one of those which is least wondered 
at. In Rome you catch Roman fever. 
In Constantinople you wake up and 
find that a third of the city has been 
burned down while you slept. In a 
single twelvemonth and but a few yoars. 
ago, Paris suffered two sieges, famine 
and civil war. In the great cities of 
America you hear of vast conspiracies 
of corruption which make your hair 
stand on end : but London, so much 
bigger than any of them, goes on 
her own way, not, of course, 
without great blunders, but still with 
a certain uniformity of peace and pro- 
gress. Lord Carnarvon is right. Lou- 
don is a great marvel among cities. 
And her strength consists not in inten- 
sity of social feelings, like Paris, nor 
in splendour of historic memories, like 
Rome — but rather in a sagacity which 
comes of sober, practical energies, and 
of a sedate and solid but sometimes 
both slow and frigid judgment. — Spec- 
tator. 

Objected to his PALL-BEARER.-Some 
time ago a citizen of this place was very 
ill. He fell into a stupor which lasted 
three or four days. He was carefully 
watched by his wife and one or two 
ladies from the neighborhood. One 
afternoon the attending physician said 
ho could not live through the day, and 
the sorrowing wife, with a view to 
having everything in readiness for the 
cud, held a consulation with her friends 
as to the arrangements for the funeral. 
The consultation was hold at the bedside 
of the dying man, and in a short time 
all the details were arranged except 
the names of those who should be asked 
to be pall-bearers. Three or four young 
gentlemen had been selected, when the 
wife said in sobbing tone, suitable to 
the occasion, "How would Mr. So-and 
so do?'' "Oh, he would do nicely," echo- 
ed the chorus of ■friends, "he's such a 
nice young man." There was a sudd-n 
movement under the coverings of the 
bed, and the dying husband slowly 
raised himself on one elbow, rubbed 
hia eyes, and said in a weak voice: 
"No, he won't do. 1 ain't going to 
have that fellow for one of my pall- 
bearers." The ladies w ere astonished at 



this revival of the sick man, but the 
wife laid him back gently on the pil- 
lows and said, soothingly: "Never 
mind, dear; don't worry. This is a 
matter that need not trouble you. It 
is a sad duty which wo will havo to 
perform after you are gone." "No, it 
isn't," said the husband, crossly. "That 
fellow isn,t going to be ono of my pall- 
bearers. I don't like him, and I never 
did, and if you are going to have him, 
I'll get well, see if I don't." Again he 
foil back in tho bed and became un- 
conscious, but in a few hours there 
came a change for the better. To-day 
he walks the streets as hale and hearty 
as any man. — Pitsburgh Telegraph.
